Quarantine. 

During  the  past  year  219  persons  were  landed  from  4  ships  at  the  Quarantine  Station.  The 
admissions  were  as  follows:— 

1st.  Class  23  adults  1  child 
2nd  “  23  “ 

3rd  “161  “  11  children 

During  the  year  the  following  places  or  parts  thereof  remained  under  Proclamation:  — 

All  ports  in  the  Republic  of  Venezuela. 

Brazil — all  ports  for  Small  Pox  and  Yellow  Fever. 

Carribean  ports  of  Costa  Rica  and  Panama  for  Small  Pox. 

Mozaltan  in  Mexico. 

The  Proclamation  against  Barbados  for  Yellow  Fever  which  was  in  force  at  the  commencement  of 
the  financial/ year,  was  withdrawn  on  30th  July,  1909. 

The  Colony  of  Trinidad  was  under  Proclamation  for  Bubonic  Plague  from  13th  July,  1909,  to  3rd. 
December,  1909.  Sporadic  cases  of  Bubonic  Plague  continued  to  occur,  and  Quarantine  restrictions 
were  imposed  on  all  vessels  which  arrived  from  Trinidad.  The  last  fatal  case  was  reported  on  17th 
February,  1910. 

1  case  of  Yellow  Fever  was  reported  from  Panama,  and  1  case  of  Small  Pox  from  Grenada  during 
the  year. 

Two  ships  conveying  coolies,  the  s.s.  “  Sutlej”  and  the  s.s.  “  Mutlah,”  were  as  usual  left  in  quaran¬ 
tine  owing  to  their  Bills  of  Health  being  “touched  ”  for  Plague. 

The  amount  recovered  from  persons  admitted  into  the  Quarantine  Station  was  £258  5s.  lOd. 
Thirty-three  meetings  have  been  held  by  the  Quarantine  Board  during  the  year. 

New  Buildings  and  Improvements  at  the  Quarantine  Station. 

(a)  The  whole  Hospital  has  been  screened. 

(b)  A  balcony  has  been  built  round  the  Hospital  wards  on  the  west  and  south  sides,  and  a  privy 

has  been  attached. 

(c)  A  new  third  class  department  has  been  built,  but  the  connections  between  the  tanks  and  the 

roofs  have  still  to  be  made  so  that  they  cannot  become  fouled. 

(d)  A  wire  gauze  dining  and  sitting  room  has  been  made  for  the  first  class  male  and  female  depart¬ 

ment,  but  the  woodwork  is  somewhat  inferior  and  has  warped  in  places. 

(e)  A  covered  way  has  been  built  between  the  kitchen  and  the  first  class  department. 

(f)  A  new  tank  for  the  Hospital  has  been  completed,  but  the  flat  wooden  covering  is  not  a  success 

as  it  warps, 
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A  small  herd  of  goats  (one  billy,  half  angora,  and  6  nannies)  have  been  introduced  into  the  Station 
grounds  with  a  view  to  help  in  keeping  down  the  bush  which  is  at  times  very  overgrown. 

Bills  of  Health. 

During  the  year  the  Central  Board  of  Health  changed  the  wording  of  the  Bills  of  Health,  with  regard 
to  the  health  conditions  of  the  various  ports  to  the  following: — 

“  I  further  certify  that  at  the  time  of  granting  this  Document,  no  Plague,  Yellow  Fever,  Cholera, 
“  or  Small  Pox,  prevails  in  this  port  or  its  vicinity.  ” 

The  old  reading  was  as  below: — 

“I  further  certify  that  at  the  time  of  granting  this  Document,  no  Plague,  nor  any  other  con¬ 
tagious  or  infectious  disease  prevails  in  this  port  or  its  vicinity.”

(a)  During  the  Session  of  Council  held  in  the  spring  of  the  year  1910,  an  amended  Yaws  Law  was 
introduced  and  read  a  first  and  second  time.  • 

For  years  past  the  money  spent  on  Yaws  has  been  partially  wasted  owing  to  the  want  of  some 
compulsion  to  ensure,  firstly,  the  attendance  of  those  suffering  from  Yaws,  at  the  D.M.O’s.  office  or 
outstation,  and  secondly,  the  continuous  treatment  of  those  affected. 

(b)  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  new  Law  will  have  a  beneficial  result. 

(c)  The  new  Law,  in  Section  5,  requires  the  attendance  of  any  person  suffering  from  Yaws  at  such 
time  and  place  as  may  be  ordered  by  a  D.M.O.,  and  in  Section  6,  makes  non-attendance 
an  offence  after  notice  to  attend  has  been  given. 

(d)  One  D.M.O.  in  writing  a  report  on  Yaws  states  that  “the  majority  of  the  patients  are  indiffer¬ 
ent  ;  some  are  sullen,  and  a  few  are  reported  as  openly  defiant,  and  repugnance  on  the  part 
of  any  to  the  disease  itself  being  a  negligible  quantity. 

The  above  statement  proves  the  nesessity  for  some  compulsion  in  the  matter  of  treatment. 

(e)  The  parishes  in  which  Yaws  was  especially  prominent  this  year  are  the  following: — 

Portland,  St.  Mary,  Westmoreland,  St.  Thomas,  St.  Catherine,  Trelawny,  St.  James. 

New  Rules  for  the  Department. 

During  the  year  1909-10,  the  Rules  governing  the  District  Medical  Service  were  revised  by  the 
Governor  in  Privy  Council,  and  the  following  changes  and  additions  were  made: — 

I.  Tariff  of  Medical  fees  (Section  22  in  Handbook) 

A.  The  rules  regarding  mileage  were  changed,  the  tariff  fees  of  2/,  2/6  and  3/  being  altered  as  below 
in  Clause  4. 

4.  Mileage  in  addition  to  fee  for  visit  for  any  distance  over  one  mile  from  District  Medical  Officer’s 
residence,  one  shilling  and  sixpence  per  mile  or  part  of  a  mile  one  way:  that  is  to  say,  the  mileage  paid 
for  the  outward  journey  to  cover  the  return. 

B.  The  Consultation  fee  remains  the  same,  but  the  expression  “  Consultation”  is  defined  as  follows; — • 

7.  Consultation  as  physician  or  surgeon,  21s.,  with  mileage  at  the  above  rates, 

Consultation  means  “in  consultation”  with  another  medical  man, 
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C.  The  following  limitation  to  the  tariff  was  made: — 

12.  The  tariff  does  not  apply  “to  any  but  Bona  Fide  residents”  in  the  island. 

II.  General  Rules. 

The  last  paragraph  of  Rule  20  was  added  as  follows: — 

20.  No  fees  will  be  allowed  to  District  Medical  Officers  for  attendance  on  Indentured  Immigrants 
located  in  the  districts.  The  selection  of  a  medical  man  to  visit  and  to  attend  estates  being  left  to  the 
S.M.O.  and  Protector  of  Immigrants  conjointly. 

The  following  were  added: — : 

24.  The  Government  in  Medico  Legal  Cases  before  the  Courts  shall  have  first  claim  on  the  services 
of  all  Medical  Officers  who  are  in  the  Government  Medical  Service,  and  only  such  fees,  if  any,  as  are 
allowed  by  “The  Witnesses  Expenses  Law”  or  its  amendments,  shall  be  given  in  payment. 

In  special  cases  in  which  a  Government  Medical  Officer  is  with  the  consent  of  the  Governor  engaged 
to  give  expert  evidence,  such  fees  not  exceeding  £5  shall  be  paid  as  the  Court  in  the  discretion  of  the 
Presiding  Judge  shall  allow. 

25.  Medical  Officers  joining  the  Service  after  January,  1909,  or  on  transfer  after  that  date  at  then- 
own  request,  are  liable  to  be  called  upon  by  the  Governor  to  hold  outstations  in  such  parts  of  their  dis¬ 
trict  as  the  exigencies  of  the  Public  Service  appear  to  need.  The  Governor  may  appoint  two  such 
stations  and  no  more  for  weekly  visits  to  be  held. 

26.  On  Outstation  days,  District  Medical  Officers  will  count  mileage  as  from  an  Outstation  when 
the  call  is  made  at  the  Outstation. 

General  Rules  for  the  whole  Service. 

27.  All  Government  Medical  Officers  whose — 

(a)  whole  time  is  at  the  disposal  of  the  Government 

(b)  whole  time  is  at  the  disposal  of  the  Government  but  who  in  addition  are  allowed  consulting 
practice, 

are  liable  to  perform  any  duty  cannected  with  their  profession  that  the  Governor  may  at  any  time  call 
upon  them  to  perform  and  that  they  reasonably  are  able  to  perform. 

28.  It  is  the  duty  of  all  Government  Medical  Officers  who  are  in  Medical  charge  of  Institutions 
such  as  hospitals,  asylums,  sick  homes,  prisons,  penitentiaries,  industrial  schools,  reformatories,  public 
schools  managed  by  Trusts,  whether  under  Government  or  otherwise,  for  attending  which  they  receive 
fees  or  a  salary,  to  call  the  attention  of  the  responsible  authorities  of  such  institutions  to  all  matters 
affecting  the  sanitary  condition  and  general  sanitation  thereof. 

Approved  by  the  Governor  in  Privy  Council  this  twenty-fifth  day  of  January,  1910. 

Vomiting  Sickness. 

There  has  been  an  unusual  outbreak  of  this  so-called  disease  during  the  past  winter.  Appended 
is  a  list  kindly  given  me  by  the  Registrar  General  of  the  number  of  deaths  which  may  be  put  down  to 
this  combination  of  diseases,  called  “popularly”  Vomiting  Sickness. 

That  many  of  these  cases  may  be,  and  undoubtedly  are,  due  to  ackee  poisoning,  possibly  cassava 
poisoning,  worms,  Meningitis,  Bronchitis,  Gastritis,  and  other  diseases,  there  is  little  doubt,  but  beyond 
these,  there  remains  an  unexplained  residue  which  needs  investigation. 

This  illness  should  be  thoroughly  taken  in  hand  by  some  expert  who  can  bring  to  bear  both  his 
Bacteriological  and  Pathological  knowledge,  and  who  can  give  up  his  whole  time  to  the  work,  for  such 
time  as  is  necessary.

Frequency  of  worms  in  Children. 

In  many  cases  of  death  from  so-called  “Vomiting  Sickness”  a  post  mortem  examination  shows 
the  existence  of  a  large  number  of  worms.  A  letter  from  Dr.  Johnston,  D.M.O.  of  Hagley  Gap  District, 
records  the  results  obtained  by  the  free  gift  on  the  part  of  the  D.M.O.  of  worm  powders. 

It  seems  a  pity  that  so  little  interest  was  shown  in  the  matter  by  the  parents  who  failed  to  report 

results, 
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Hagley  Gap  P.O.  May  28th,  1910. 


Sir, 

I  beg  respectfully  to  submit  the  attached  report  on  the  administration  of  “worm  powders  and  oil" 
to  72  unselected  children  (being  apparently  in  their  usual  “health”). 

The  formula  used  was:  Calomel  1,  Santonine  1,  Powd.  Ginger  1,  Powd.  Jalap  2;  (dose  of  Santonine 
given:  6  grains  in  two  doses  to  child  5  years  old). 

I  gave  powders  for  about  250  children  (two  for  each  child)  and  asked  that  “results”  be  reported, 
but  the  attached  report  was  obtained  only  by  the  kind  interest  of  Mr.  Phipps,  the  teacher  at  Minto; 
not  one  of  the  people  concerned  taking  the  trouble  to  report  to  me. 

The  demand  for  the  powders  was  most  eager. 

These  72  children  expelled  1,084  worms  (Ascarides)  an  average  of  15.3  per  capita.  Only  two 
passed  none.  Two  passed  more  than  one  hundred  each.  Five  children  composing  the  Milwood 
family  averaged  17  each. 

Apologising  for  presuming  to  make  a  report  on  such  a  limited  number  of  cases,  but  hoping  that 
the  results  shown  are  not  without  interest.

Public  General  Hospitals. 

During  the  year  the  dietary  of  these  hospitals  has  been  improved  by  the  addition  of  a  much  needed 
“Milk  Diet”  consisting  of  3  pints  of  milk  for  adults  and  2  pints  for  children — extras  being  allowed  as 
ordered.  Formerly  there  were  only  two  diets,  full  and  low. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  Annotto  Bay  Hospital  will  soon  be  removed  out  of  its  present  swampy  neigh¬ 
bourhood  to  a  more  healthy  site. 

His  Excellency  the  Acting  Governor  not  having  approved  of  the  site  at  Richmond  (mentioned  in 
my  last  report)  selected  by  a  Committee  appointed  by  His  Excellency  the  Governor  as  a  suitable  site 
for  a  central  hospital;  another  Board  was  appointed  consisting  of  the  Hon.  Director  of  Public  Works, 
the  Director  of  Railways,  and  myself. 

We  went  over  the  ground  again  and  selected  for  Port  Maria  Hospital  a  site  on  the  Frontier  estate 
alongside  the  Almshouse  grounds;  and  for  Annotto  Bay  a  choice  of  two  sites  beyond  the  Railway  on  the 
Gibraltar  Estate,  facing  the  sea,  where  the  water  carriage  system  can  conviently  be  installed.  The 
site  nearest  the  Station  was  considered  the  best. 

Port  Antonio,  Annotto  Bay  and  Port  Maria  Hospitals  have  kept  high  averages  during  the  year, 
while  Spanish  Town  and  Lionel  Town  Hospitals,  owing  to  the  changeable  and  very  wet  weather,  have 
had  much  higher  averages  than  were  counted  upon. 

Mandeville  Hospital,  for  several  months,  was  kept  busy  with  an  outbreak  of  Typhoid  Fever. 

Port  Antonio  Hospital  had  as  many  as  196  patients  in  one  day. 

An  attempt  will  be  made  in  the  coming  year  to  improve  the  nursing  as  far  as  possible  in  the  large 
hospitals,  and  to  give  more  badly  needed  assistance  to  those  who  are  overworked. 

The  class  of  nursing  in  the  Parochial  Hospitals  needs  much  improving  and  where  possible  a  better 
paid  and  better  trained  nurse  will  be  employed. 

The  Estimates  just  passed  allow  for  the  re-opening  of  the  Linstead  Hospital,  with  an  allowance  of 
12  beds. 

This  will  be  a  great  boon  to  the  inhabitants  of  St.  Catherine,  and  will  doubtless  be  taken  every 
advantage  of. 

A  dispenser,  two  nurses,  a  wardmaid,  a  cook  and  a  labourer  are  allowed  for  on  the  Estimates.  The 
staff  of  a  small  hospital  is  always  relatively  more  expensive  than  that  of  a  large  one. 

Linstead  Hospital  was  closed  for  patients  in  the  year  1905  on  account  of  necessary  retrenchment. 

New  Works  and  Improvements  in  the  Public  General  Hospitals. 

Morant  Bay  Hospital. — The  removal  of  old  time  concrete  baths  has  taken  place  and  the  substi¬ 
tution  therefor  of  two  enamelled  iron  ones  instead. 

Hordley  Hospital.- — (a)  The  new  male  ward  having  been  completed,  was  taken  over  during  the  year; 
it  has  latrine  and  bath  room  attached,  and  is  81  feet  long  by  20  wide. 

(b)  A  nurses'  room  and  latrine  for  female  patients  were  added  to  the  female  ward. 

(c)  A  bathroom  and  latrines  were  erected  for  the  Staff. 

(d)  A  new  residence  was  built  for  the  Dispenser. 

Port  Antonio  Hospital. — Nothing  has  been  done  at  this  Hospital  as  the  question  of  rebuilding  it 
in  another  position  is  being  discussed. 

Buff  Bay  Hospital. — (a)  The  Matron’s  and  Dispenser’s  quarters  were  painted  internally. 

(b)  Water  was  laid  on  to  the  bath  room  and  an  enamelled  iron  bath  was  installed. 

(c)  The  male  latrine  seats  have  been  set  in  concrete. 

(d)  The  open  gutters  between  the  male  bathroom  and  the  street,  and  between  the  Dispensary  and 
the  street,  have  been  concreted. 

(e)  The  Mortuary  has  been  removed  from  its  former  site  near  the  kitchen  to  the  further  end  of 

the  grounds  east. 

(f)  The  kitchen  floor  has  been  concreted. 
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Annotto  Bay  Hospital. — No.  4.  Ward  was  painted.  .  .  . 

Water  pipes  were  laid  on  so  as  to  connect  with  Public  Water  Supply.  This  Hospital  is  to  have  its 

site  changed  to  a  more  healthy  one.  . 

Port  Maria  Hospital. — Nothing,  as  the  question  of  change  of  site  is  being  discussed. 

St.  Ann’s  Bay  Hospital. — 1.  General  repairs  and  reshingling  have  been  effected. 

2.  Two  new  latrines  connected  with  upper  and  lower  wards  having  cross  ventilated  passages,  were 

built.  __ 

3.  An  enamelled  iron  bath  was  installed  in  place  of  the  concrete  one  that  formerly  existed. 
Falmouth  Hospital. — None. 

Montego  Bay  Hospital.- — -Partial  re-shingling  of  Officers’  quarters  and  male  ward  verandah. 

Lucea  Hospital. — (a)  The  female  ward,  which  could  only  hold  six  beds,  has  been  enlarged  partly 
at  the  expense  of  the  male  ward,  and  partly  by  the  absorption  of  a  small  lock-up  room. 

(b)  A  staircase  has  been  made  in  the  Matron’s  quarters  leading  from  her  bedroom  to  her  sitting 
room — formerly  she  had  to  go  outside  the  building  to  pass  from  one  to  the  other,  a  thing 
that  in  wet,  windy  weather  was  inconvenient. 

(c)  New  privies  have  been  built — the  old  ones  having  been  washed  away  during  the  rains. 
Savanna-la-Mar  Hospital. — The  Matron’s  and  Dispenser’s  quarters  as  also  the  Dispensary  and  fe¬ 
male  ward,  were  repaired  and  painted.  A  concrete  gutter  has  been  laid  between  the  Dispenser’s 
quarters  and  the  river. 

Black  River  Hospital. — -(a)  Painting  of  Hospital  building,  kitchen  and  bathroom. 

(b)  Repairs  to  walls  of  the  office  and  Dispenser’s  quarters. 

Mandeville  Hospital. — (a)  A  soiled  linen  room  has  been  built  alongside  the  wash  house. 

(b)  Surface  concrete  drains  have  been  repaired  and  extended. 

(c)  Barb  wire  entanglements  have  been  placed  on  the  roofs  to  keep  off  John  Crows. 

Chapelton  Hospital.  —(1)  Wooden  sides  of  Ward  1  were  replaced  by  brick-nog. 

(2)  A  cistern  was  attached  to  the  Mortuary. 

(3)  A  new  male  ward  with  operating  room  and  nurses’  rooms  have  been  added.  The  male  ward 
is  47  x  21  x  15  feet.  The  operating  room  is  14  x  16  x  14  feet  and  is  lighted  by  a  skylight.  A 
new  privy  and  bathroom  are  attached  to  the  new  male  ward 

This  Hospital  could  now  hold  50  patients  comfortably,  and  as  the  district  in  which  it  is  situated 
is  a  growing  one  a  little  superfluous  room  is  an  advantage. 

Lionel  Town  Hospital,  —(a)  Two  copper  boilers  were  erected  for  boiling  water  and  a  shed  for  the 
same. 

(b)  Some  general  repairs  and  painting  were  done. 

Spanish  Town  Hospital.  —A  new  aseptic  fireclay  mortuary  table  has  been  added  to  the  hospital 
equipment. 

A  new  fireclay  urinal  with  flush  tank  for  male  patients  was  installed. 

The  surface  guttering  has  been  renewed  in  concrete  and  repaired  at  places. 

General  painting  and  repairs  to  woodwork  were  effected. 

Lepers’  Home.  —A  new  aseptic  fireclay  mortuary  table  has  been  placed  in  the  Asylum  Mortuary. 
General  repairs  were  effected  to  woodwork. 

A  renewal  of  jalousie  screens  took  place  where  necessary. 

Some  general  painting  externally  to  three  wards,  stores  and  lavatories  was  effected. 

End  of  Sewer  at  Salt  Island  Road  was  extended.

Malaria  and  Rainfall. 

Herewith  is  attached  a  chart  showing  the  monthly  admissions  to  the  various  hospitals  on  account 
of  Malaria  compared  with  the  rainfall. 

The  rainfall  during  the  months  from  July  to  November  was  heavier  than  usual  and  the  latter  month 
was  marked  by  a  perfect  deluge,  the  rainfall  for  the  Island  being  21.22  inches. 

Malaria  during  the  months  of  August,  September,  October,  November  and  December  was  very 
marked,  one  heard  of  it  wherever  one  went. 

I  might  quote  here  the  rainfall  for  one  week  on  the  Radnor  Estate,  St.  Thomas  parish,  which  was 
given  me  through  the  courtesy  of  Mr.  Trench,  the  manager  of  the  estate.

With  a  view  to  setting  an  example  of  sanitation  in  our  Government  Institution  the  following  Circular 
was  issued  to  D.M.O’s.  in  charge  of  hospitals: — 

Sir, 

I  have  the  honour  to  request  that  you  will  have  the  following  directions  carried  out  in  the  hospital 
and  grounds  under  your  charge. 

1.  The  premises  should  be  kept  free  from  stagnant  water  liable  to  breed  mosquitoes,  the  presence 
of  mosquito  larvae  being  sufficient  evidence  that  such  water  is  stagnant. 

2.  Any  tanks,  cisterns,  pools,  ponds,  barrels,  etc.,  and  other  receptacles  for  water  or  for  the  col¬ 
lection  of  water  whatever,  kept  on  the  premises,  which  may  contain  water,  except  in  small  quantities 
for  drinking  purposes,  should  be  efficiently  protected  against  the  admission  of  mosquitoes  by 

(1)  being  kept  stocked  with  mosquito-destroying  fish  (I  can  supply  them)  or  by 

(2)  being  kept  covered  with  a  film  of  petroleum  oil,  or  by 

(3)  having  its  apertures  covered  with  18  or  20  inch  mesh  (to  the  inch)  wire  gauze,  fine  mosquito 
netting,  or  fine  mesh  cheese  cloth. 


3.  The  Hospital  grounds  must  be  kept  free  of  all  articles,  (bottles  (whole  or  broken)  old  milk  tins, 
kerosene  tins  or  other  tins,  boxes,  conch  shells,  barrels,  cocoanut  shells  or  husks,  and  such  like 
articles,  or  water  collecting  plants)  which  may  retain  water,  and  so  become  the  breeding  places  of 
mosquitoes. 

4.  No  midden  pits,  or  cess  pits  are  to  be  allowed  to  exist  on  the  premises,  all  should  be  filled  up  at 
once. 

5.  All  eaves,  gutters  and  down  pipes  are  to  be  maintained  in  good  repair,  and  the  former  on  a 
proper  slant,  free  from  obstruction,  so  as  to  prevent  the  accumulation  of  water  therein,  and  in  order  to 
allow  the  ready  passage  of  water  from  the  roofs. 

6.  Systematic  and  continuous  measures  must  be  taken  to  destroy  rats  and  mice  on  the  Hospital 
premises;  traps  should  be  set  systematically  and  an  account  kept  by  the  Dispenser  of  all  rats  and  mice 
caught  and  killed. 

7.  You  are  requested  to  see  that  the  Hospital  under  your  charge  is  provided  with  two.  or  more  cats, 
and  if  the  Hospital  has  not  got  them,  a  couple  should  be  obtained  at  the  earliest  opportunity. 

8.  You  are  requested  to  have  all  rats  runs  or  holes,  within  or  without  the  Hospital  well  injected  with 
Crude  Carbolic  and  Creosote  mixed  and  then  to  have  the  holes  firmly  filled  in  with  cement,  wherever 
they  may  be;  especially  in  those  rooms  where  food  or  clothing  is  kept  temporarily,  or  stored  permanently.

The  reports  from  the  various  District  Medical  Officers  will  contain  statements  regarding  the  relative 
incidence  of  Malaria  in  their  districts. 

New  Laws. 

With  a  view  to  cheapening  the  price  of  Quinine  a  law  was  introduced  into  the  Legislative  Council 
in  March  1910,  entitled  “A  Law  to  amend  Law  20  of  1899”  entitled  “The  Tariff  Law,  1899." 

Sections  3  and  4  of  this  Law  read  as  follows: — 

3 —  The  following  shall  be  added  to  Schedule  II.  of  the  Principal  Law. 

28.  (a)  Quinine  the  alkaloid  Quinine  and  the  following  salts,  namely: — 

Sulphate  of  Quinine. 

Acid  Sulphate  of  Quinine. 

Hydro  chloride  of  Quinine. 

Acid  Hydro  chloride  of  Quinine. 

Hydrobromide  of  Quinine. 

Acid  Hydrobromide  of  Quinine. 

4 —  This  Law  shall  come  into  operation  on  the  1st  day  of  April,  1910. 

Another  law  styled  “The  Sale  of  Drugs  and  Poisons  Law,  1894,  Amendment  Law  1910,”  was  in¬ 
troduced  and  read  a  first  time. 

Section  2  of  this  Law  allows  the  sale  by  any  unlicensed  person  of  Quinine  and  any  other  drug  that 
the  Legislative  Council  by  resolution  may  decide  on. 

The  object  of  the  bill  is  to  allow  Quinine  to  be  sold  in  Post  Offices  at  a  very  cheap  rate — as  a  matter 
of  fact  it  can  be  sold  at  the  rate  of  one  farthing  a  packet  of  5  grains  either  in  salt  or  tablet.  This  even 
allows  some  profit  as  well  as  a  bonus  of  10  per  cent,  to  the  Post  Mistress  on  all  sales.  It  remains  to  be 
seen  whether  much  will  be  sold,  and  whether  the  people  will  take  advantage  of  the  opportunities  to  buy 
cheap  Quinine.

Examinations  under  Law  34  of  1894,  the  Drugs  and  Poisons  Law. 

During  the  year  three  general  examinations  were  held  in  Kingston  at  the  Island  Medical  Office. 
In  all  31  candidates  presented  themselves  for  examination,  including  7  from  the  Public  Hospital, 
Kingston. 

Of  the  above  number,  13  satisfied  the  examiners. 

Water  Supplies. 

|  Mandeville  is  now  providing  itself  with  a  good  public  Water  Supply,  and  is  to  be  congratulated 
on  doing  so,  even  though  it  is  only  a  tank  supply,  as  many  of  the  private  tanks,  during  the  recent  out¬ 
break  of  Typhoid  Fever,  were  found  to  be  polluted. 
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Chapelton  and  Stony  Hill,  have  not  so  far  decided  to  do  so,  a  fact  that  is  a  great  pity,  although  I 
understand  that  the  matter  has  been  freely  discussed  by  the  local  Boards  concerned,  Clarendon  and  St. 
Andrew. 

Some  of  the  D.M.Os.  refer  to  the  water  question  in  their  reports,  which  are  attached,  and  so  no 
further  remarks  are  made  here  on  the  subject. 

The  Annual  Reports  from  the  District  Officers,  the  Nosological  Returns  and  the  tables  of  oprations 
are  herewith  attached.

Precis  of  District  Medical  Oficers  ’  Reports  1909-10. 

Kingston. 

Dr.  Gifford  reports  a  general  freedom  from  epidemic  diseases,  urges  the  abolition  of  pit-closets  and 
the  completion  of  the  water-carriage-system.  Considers  the  condition  of  the  milk  supply  a  public  danger 
and  recommends  stringent  regulations  for  the  protection  of  milk  from  contamination.  There  were  a  large 
number  of  Malarial  Fever  cases  especially  in  the  months  of  September,  October  and  November.  Rock- 
fort  road,  Spanish  Town  road  and  Smith’s  Village  were  the  principal  centres.  250  cases  of  Enteric  fever 
were  reported  during  the  year.  The  House  Fly  was  probably  the  chief  agent  in  its  dissemination. 
Pthisis  accounted  for  largest  number  of  deaths  by  any  single  disease.  This  evil  is  bound  up  with  housing- 
question.  Venereal  diseases  were  very  prevalent  in  Kingston.  The  death  rate  was  highest  in  the  last 
four  months  of  the  year.  Malaria  was  promoted  by  the  flood  rains  of  November;  the  registered  rainfall 
was  69. 59."  Neuritis  is  very  prevalent  m  Kingston.  Thinks  this  the  most  incapacitating  disease  in 
the  City.  The  majority  of  persons  seeking  parochial  aid  suffer  from  this  complaint.  Its  pathology  is 
not  yet  determined.  Malaria  is  supposed  to  be  the  cause  but  Dr.  Gifford  thinks  it  probable  that  Syphilis 
also  a  factor.  Suggests  its  possible  alliance  to  Pellagra. 

Lower  St.  Andrews. 

Dr.  Edwards  reports  an  outbreak  of  Vomiting  Sickness  in  February.  Out  of  20  cases,  only  one 
recovered.  A  considerable  number  of  cases  of  Malaria  followed  the  heavy  November  rains.  The  Alms 
House  has  been  very  full.  Cases  of  Pthisis  have  nearly  doubled  the  number  of  a  few  years  ago  and  the 
House  is  much  overcrowded  in  consequence.  More  space  and  additional  nursing  staff  are  required. 

Gordon  Town. 

Dr.  Rogers  reports  that  the  year  was  fairly  free  from  severe  diseases.  The  heavy  rainfall  appears 
to  have  acted  beneficially,  removing  stagnant  water  and  allaying  the  dust  nuisance.  There  was  a  dimi¬ 
nution  of  the  diseases  usually  appearing  during  the  dry  season.  Few  cases  of  Malaria,  only  five  treated, 
all  from  Kingston  and  Rockfort. 

Stony  Hill.  Dr.  Turton  reports: — 

Considerable  sickness  during  the  latter  part  of  1909,  accounted  for  by  persistent  rainfall.  The 
water  supply  at  Stony  Hill  is  very  unsatisfactory  and  dangerous.  Thinks  much  illness  is  due  to  Anky¬ 
lostomiasis  (Hook  worms).  There  was  very  little  endemic  Malaria,  a  few  imported  cases,  nearly  all 
from  the  west-end  of  Kingston.  No  Vomiting  Sickness.  A  good  many  cases  of  undiagnosed  Fevea 
with  gastric  symptoms  resembling  Typhoid.  Yaws — Parents  are  beginning  to  take  greater  advantage 
of  the  treatment  offered  by  the  Government.  Considers  that  these  measures  show  promise  of  attaining 
success. 
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Hagley  Gap.  Dr.  Sharp.  , 

The  prevailing  disease  was  Malarial  Fever  which  was  increased  by  the  heavy  rains  of  November. 
Yaws  was  also  prevalent.  The  treatment  of  Yaws  is  being  energetically  carried  out.  The  inhabitants 
of  Easington  are  mostly  paupers.  There  was  an  outbreak  of  Vomiting  Sickness  in  Llanrumney  and 
River  Head  in  December  and  January. 


Morant  Bay.  Dr.  Bartlett. 

No  marked  prevalence  of  any  particular  disease.  Some  Malarial  Fever  chiefly  of  benign  teitian 
tvpe.  Anopheles  Mosquitoes  are  found  in  pools  left  in  Johnson  River  and  Bamboo  Pool  to  the  west 
of  the  town.  Stegomya  and  Culex  commonly  to  be  found  m  houses  m  the  town.  It  would  not  be 
difficult  to  deal  with  Malaria  in  the  town  if  effort  on  well  recognised  lines  were  devoted  to  this  object. 
Dyspeptic  troubles  are  prevalent  among  the  peasantry  owmg  to  neglect  ol  teeth  and  consumption  o 
heavy  starch  foods.  Syphilis  and  venereal  diseases  generally  are  the  cause  of  much  suffering  and  pau¬ 
perism. 

Plantain  Garden  River. 

Dr.  Evans  reports  great  increase  in  number  of  Malarial  cases  treated.  Several  cases  ol  an  unusually 

severe  type  particularly  after  the  heavy  rains. 

Manchioneal,  although  conditions  are  apparently  unfavourable,  appears  to  be  a  very  healthy  place. 
The  usual  number  of  cases  of  Dyspepsia  were  treated.  Venereal  diseases  m  acute  stages  have  been 
fairly  prevalent.  Discusses  at  length  probability  of  affinity  between  Syphilis  and  Yaws. 


Port  Antonio.  Dr.  Moseley. 

No  particular  form  of  illness,  except  Malaria,  was  more  prevalent  at  one  season  of  the  year  than 
another.  The  usual  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Malaria  began  in  July,  when  admissions  to  hospi¬ 
tal  for  Malaria  were  double  those  of  the  preceding  month.  This  high  rate  continued  to  the  end  of  No¬ 
vember.  The  number  of  admissions  for  Malaria,  however,  greatly  below  that  for  previous  year,  916 
cases  against  1,611.  The  type  of  Malarial  Fever  was  very  mild.  Only  2  deaths  occurred  among 
916  cases.  19  persons  were  admitted  to  Hospital  for  enteric  fever  and  9.  cases  were  notified  in  pri¬ 
vate  practice.  28  against  22  of  the  previous  year,  all  from  Port  Antonio  and  the  neighbourhood, 
some  of  them  evidently  infected  elsewhere  as  they  were  new  arrivals  at  Port  Antonio.  Pneumonia 
was  fairly  prevalent.  Out  of  1,150  creoles  admitted  to  hospital  160  (about  74  per  cent.)  were  affected 
with  Syphilis,  the  majority  of  them  strangers  to  Port  Antonio,  apparently  arriving  here  suffering  from 
the  disease.  Thinks  persons  so  suffering  if  they  have  been  received  into  the  hospital,  should  be  compul¬ 
sorily  detained  until  the  medical  officer  is  satisfied  that  they  are  well  enough  to  be  discharged.  Persons 
are  importunate  to  be  admitted  but  finding  confinement  irksome  before  they  are  cured  they  apply  for 
discharge.  Medicine  was  distributed  for  Fairs.  Comments  on  willingness  of  parents  to  resort  to  quack 
remedies  in  preference  to  Government  medical  aid.  Comments  on  cruelty  to  children  exercised  in  the 
form  of  neglect  and  suggests  this  should  receive  legal  attention.  Comments  on  laying  out  of  Titchfield 
lands.  Observes  that  new  streets  have  been  laid  out  with  apparent  lack  of  system  and  no  provision 
made  for  side  walks.  Thinks  this  short  sighted  policy.  Recommends  extension  of  the  water  tables 
on  the  main  road  as  far  as  Cane  Side  River.  Recommends  stringent  regulations  for  sanitation  of  stables 
out  of  town  limits  for  the  abatement  of  the  fly  nuisance  and  regulations  for  proper  drainage.  Reports 
mosquitoes  uncommon,  at  any  rate  upon  the  hill.  System  of  distributing  Vaccine  Lymph  complained 
of  as  very  complicated. 

Buff  Bay.  Dr.  George. 

General  health  exceptionally  good.  Fewer  cases  of  Malarial  fever  than  in  previous  years  of  his 
experience.  Cases  treated,  with  few  exceptions,  non-malignant.  Yaws  very  prevalent  among  the 
children  throughout  the  district.  Parents  more  willing  than  formerly  to  bring  their  children  for  treat¬ 
ment.  Suggests  distribution  of  Yaws  medicine  to  be  not  confined  to  District  Constables  but  that  D.M.O’s 
to  be  authorized  to  give  the  medicine  to  any  person  in  the  district  who  they  consider  reliable,  e.g.,  Min¬ 
isters  of  Religion  and  schoolmasters.  Pit  closets  and  stables  require  attention.  Contiguity  of  wells 
dangerous.  Recommends  that  parochial  authorities  take  early  steps  to  provide  sufficient  water  supply 
at  Buff  Bay. 

Annotto  Bay.  Dr.  Ritchie. 

Malarial  Fever  principal  disease.  A  large  number  of  cases  was  treated  during  the  year.  Septem¬ 
ber,  October  and  November  the  most  unhealthy  months.  This  intermittent  variety  predominates, 
with  a  few  cases  of  very  severe  billious  remittent  type.  The  district  was  free  from  epidemics.  The 
sanitary  condition  of  Annotto  Bay  is  unsatisfactory.  The  problem  of  draining  swamps  a  very  difficult 
one.  The  new  water  supply  will  improve  sanitary  conditions  but  it  will  be  necessary  to  make  surface 
drains  to  Carry  off  waste  water.  The  parochial  authorities  have  endeavoured  to  clean  large  swamp 
in  the  centre  of  the  town  which  is  the  principal  breeding  place  of  Anopheles.  It  would  be  a  great 
advantage  if  this  swamp  was  thoroughly  and  regularly  oiled. 

Port  Maria.  Dr.  W.  G.  Farquharson. 

General  health  fairly  good  considering  the  unsatisfactory  sanitary  conditions.  In  country  stations 
rate  of  sickness  diminished.  In  Port  Maria  diminution  of  general  cases  but  number  of  Malarial  Fever 
cases  increased.  One  portion  of  town  could  by  some  assistance  from  the  sanitary  authorities  be  so  much 
improved  as  to  render  it  perfectly  healthy  whilst  in  other  portions  a  great  deal  is  necessary  to  be  done. 
Dr.  Neish’s  lecture  has  not  produced  practical  results.  Calls  attention  to  Warner’s  Pond  and  recommends 
its  filling  without  delay.  Closet  system  requires  great  improvement.  Bucket  system  should  be  enforced 
by  Law.  In  some  premises  no  provision  of  any  kind  is  made  for  sanitary  purposes.  In  this  case,  the 
inhabitants  must  intrude  on  their  neighbours  premises  or  throw  their  excreta  into  the  river.  Side  walks 
and  gutters  should  be  flushed  with  water  twice  a  week  and  drains  disinfected.  Thinks  a  sprinkler  is 
required  for  the  streets.  Malarial  fever  in  more  pernicious  cases  closely  resembles  typhoid.  Largest 
number  of  cases  admitted  to  public  hospital  during  November  immediately  after  heavy,  rains.  Mor¬ 
tality  from  Malarial  fever  almost  nil.  Two  deaths  out  of  220  cases.  Several  cases  of  Ankylostomiasis. 
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Gayle.  Dr.  Lecesne. 

Eight  cases  of  enteric  fever.  Thinks  some  others  did  not  come  under  observation.  Disease  of  a 
mild  type,  all  confined  to  settlements  around  Bagnolds  Spring  and  doubtless  due  to  drinking  infected 
water  from  springs  reduced  by  the  drought.  Since  the  rainy  season  there  have  been  no  cases.  Malaria 
not  very  prevalent,  the  district  being  a  hilly  one,  and  rivers  and  streams  for  the  most  part  rapidly  flowing. 
Principal  breeding  places,  blind  trenches  in  the  banana  fields.  Disease  mostly  benign.  One  malignant 
case  which  was  contracted  abroad.  Two  deaths  from  diseases  reported  as  vomiting  sickness  but  D.M.O. 
doubts  whether  it  was  of  the  character  usually  so  diagnosed.  Yaws  very  prevalent,  and  the  greatest 
difficulty  is  experienced  in  getting  parents  to  bring  out  their  children.  Recommends  that  compulsory 
treatment  as  well  as  inspection  should  be  enforced.  Condition  of  Gayle  unsanitary,  water  supply  liable 
to  pollution.  Culverts  required  at  the  Cross-roads  where  there  is  always  a  pool.  Two  streams  near 
Banana  meal  factory  might  well  be  bridged,  as  stagnant  pools  form  below  the  present  crossings. 

Richmond.  Dr.  Malabre. 

Health  of  district  on  the  whole  very  satisfactory.  Pneumonia  and  Malarial  Fevers  less  prevalent. 
Five  cases  of  Enteric  fever,  but  acquired  outside  district.  No  epidemic.  Water  supply  greatly 
required  for  Richmond  and  Highgate.  Weather  favourable  to  Public  Health.  Many  cases  of  Yaws 
seen  and  treated  during  the  year  with  good  results.  Compulsory  notification  beginning  to  bear  fruit. 
Thinks  a  few  prosecutions  by  the  police  would  be  beneficial.  Calls  attention  to  great  number  of  persons 
buried  without  medical  certificates  as  to  cause  of  death.  Believes  that  over  80  per  cent,  of  deaths  in 
the  parish  are  not  medically  certified  (Note.  The  figure  is  actually  77  percent.)  and  that  after  allowing 
for  hospital  and  alms-house  cases  four-fifths  have  not  been  attended  in  their  last  illness  by  a  qualified 
medical  practitioner  and  were  buried  without  a  proper  certificate.  Statistics  are  obscured  by  the 
fact  that  qualified  and  unqualified  dispensers  and  other  persons  unrestrainedly  practice  as  doctors. 
Until  the  peasantry  learn  the  difference  between  qualified  and  unqualified  practitioners  reliance  cannot 
be  placed  upon  statistics  of  mortality  as  coming  under  the  notice  of  the  medical  profession.  Thinks 
burial  without  medical  certificate  should  be  made  an  offence  under  the  law.  Repeatedly  have  cases 
come  to  his  notice  of  death  especially  amongst  children  the  result  of  gross  neglect  if  not  actually  of  foul 
play,  but  bodies  are  buried  without  any  investigation  whatever. 

St.  Ann’s  Bay.  Dr.  Joslen. 

Marked  improvement  in  the  health  of  the  community.  Heavy  weather  in  November  appears 
to  have  improved  the  health  of  the  community.  A  few  cases  of  vomiting  sickness  at  Runaway  Bay 
in  January  and  February,  but  epidemic  quickly  disappeared. 

Cave  Valley.  Dr.  Hargreaves. 

General  health  good.  In  July  and  August  there  were  a  few  cases  of  malignant  malaria  chiefly 
Watt  Town  and  Gibraltar  districts.  Several  cases  proved  fatal.  Ten  cases  of  typhoid  fever.  Yaws 
was  very  prevalent  and  some  cases  made  little  progress  owing  to  lack  of  cleanliness  and  refusal  to  follow 
treatment. 

Venereal  diseases  prevalent.  Considers  Syphilis  is  becoming  one  of  the  most  widespread  and  serious 
of  infectious  diseases,  usually  affecting  young  adults  at  the  time  which  should  be  the  best  period  of  their 
lives.  Diseases  are  neglected  in  early  stages.  Gonorrhoeal  affection  and  its  many  variations  as  a 
cause  of  ill-health  occupy  a  position  in  the  very  first  rank.  In  a  recent  report  mentioned  prevalence 
of  malarial  fever  about  Cave  Valley  and  Aenon  Town.  Thinks  has  not  diminished  in  prevalence  and 
intensity  and  marked  improvement  cannot  be  expected  under  existing  conditions.  Sanitation  is  neglected 
and  thinks  this  district  can  lay  claim  to  having  some  of  the  best  mosquito-breecling  places  in  the 
island.  There  is  a  large  pond  at  Cave  Valley  partly  surrounded  by  weeds  and  farther  along  the  Borough 
Bridge  Road  are  several  large  basins  holding  water  occasionally  refilled  by  the  overflow  of  this  river. 
The  cases  of  Malarial  Fever  reported  were  nearly  all  confined  to  this  district.  Some  other  villages 
are  in  a  most  unsanitary  condition  and  a  better  system  of  inspection  is  needed. 

Claremont.  Dr.  ffrench-Mullen. 

Principal  diseases  treated  digestive  derangements.  Few  cases  of  Malarial  Fever.  District  healthy. 
Only  serious  danger  to  the  public  health  is  the  water  supply,  chiefly  obtained  from  ponds  used  for  water¬ 
ing  of  stock. 

Falmouth.  Dr.  Myers. 

Malarial  fever  chiefly  intermittent  and  of  mild  type  was  prevalent  throughout  the  year,  largest 
number  of  cases  treated  between  December  and  January.  Large  number  of  cases  treated  were  from 
districts  of  Salt  Marsh,  Davis  Pen,  Hermitage  and  Kent,  all  close  to  one  another,  and  several  cases  in  the 
Martha  Brae  district.  Splenic  census  of  the  children  attending  the  Falmouth  Government  School 
and  of  children  in  and  around  Salt  Marsh  district  and  attending  Belle  Vue  school  near  Perth  Town  was 
made,  showing  a  moderately  high  degree  of  infection  for  the  adjacent  district.  Condition  of  the  pit 
closets  in  Falmouth  and  methods  of  dealing  with  human  excreta,  call  for  urgent  attention.  Street 
generally  covered  with  garbage  and  dried  leaves.  Crab  holes  in  streets  might  be  filled  in. 

Duncans.  Dr.  Purchas. 

Epidemic  of  Typhoid  fever  broke  out  in  Stewart  Town  in  August.  Some  cases  complicated  with 
Malaria.  The  origin  of  the  epidemic  was  easily  traced  to  a  case  brought  down  from  Gibraltar  in  July 
and  kept  in  Stewart  Town  until  death.  The  whole  family  of  this  patient  came  with  him  and  all  got  ill, 
the  father  died  and  other  members  were  seriously  ill  for  several  weeks.  The  first  case  among  the  inhabi¬ 
tants  of  Stewart  Town  occurred  on  August  1st.  Original  cases  practically  untreated.  Dr.  Purchas 
attributes  this  to  the  fact  that  the  country  peasantry  cannot  be  made  to  understand  that  a  serious 
illness,  unless  complicated  with  pain,  needs  the  services  of  a  doctor  more  than  once.  Considers  that 
flies  carry  the  infection.  Many  cases  could  not  have  been  infected  by  water  as  this  was  taken  from  the 
river  which  was  found  free  from  Typhoid  germs.  There  was  no  opportunity  for  milk  infection.  Reports 
favourably  upon  work  of  Sanitary  Officer  during  the  epidemic.  People  on  the  whole  responded  satis¬ 
factorily  to  instructions  and  have  learned  the  value  of  boiling  drinking  water.  Only  a  few  cases  of 
vomiting  sickness  reported. 
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Ulster  Spuing.  Dr.  Eyre  Smith.  . 

Health  satisfactory.  In  Mav  an  outbreak  of  Colitis  at  Albert  Town  and  the  surrounding  district 
Several  deaths.  Some' cases  sent  to  Falmouth  Hospital  to  preclude  infection.  In  December,  6  deaths 
from  Vomiting  Sickness.  The  cases  arose  under  circumstances  m  which  overcrowding,  bad  food  anc 
unclean  habits  were  conspicuous.  The  village  of  Albert  Town  is  without  proper  latrines  and  the  water 
supply  is  small  and  inconstant.  The  numerous  small  springs  which  supply  it  are  used  as  bathing  and 
washing  places,  notwithstanding  repeated  warnings.  Ulster  Spring  somewhat  better  m  this  respect 
but  much  yet  to  be  done  in  regard  to  proper  latrine  arrangements  and  proper  water  supply.  Diseases 
of  digestion  and  of  female  generative  organs  have  been  most  common. 

Montego  Bay.  Dr.  Campbell. 

Usual  Malarial  outbreaks  but  not  as  serious  as  in  the  previous  year.  Particularly  in  November 
and  December.  During  June,  July  and  August,  several  cases  of  Typhoid  of  a  milder  type  to  the  pre¬ 
vious  year,  calls  attention  to  possible  sources  of  infection  as  m  cases  brought  to  his  notice.  Enteric 
diagnosed  ’hospital  treatment  recommended  and  refused,  no  money  to  afford  outside  attendance,  so 
the  parents  took  the  sick  child  to  the  country  (John’s  Hall).  This  village  is  built  on  the  side  of  a  hill 
with  a  stream  running  at  the  foot  of  it,  exposed  to  the  washings  of  clothes  and  utensils  m  this  case. 
Suggests  that  the  Parochial  Board  should  procure  a  disinfecting  plant  to  cope  with  infections  diseases 
particularly  Typoid,  which  occurs  in  Montego  Bay  every  year.  Also  calls  attention  to  the  necessity 
for  an  isolation  hospital.  Bush  still  allowed  in  the  streets,  acting  as  a  harbouring  place  for  old  milk 
tins  broken  bottles,  etc.,  for  breeding  mosquitoes.  Many  tenant  buildings  still  without  latrines. 
Public  Slaughter  house  required.  Only  two  cases  of  vomiting  sickness  occurring  in  Mount  Carey  District, 
which  is  stated  to  be  the  home  of  this  complaint. 

Adelphi.  Dr.  Costa. 


No  epidemic  diseases.  Less  Malaria  than  in  any  of  the  7  years  of  his  residence.  People  are 
beginning  to  realize  the  good  of  having  the  surroundings  of  their  property  drained.  No  Vomiting 
Sickness.  People  are  learning  how  to  treat  it  and  medicines  have  been  kept  on  at  two  stations  for  part 
of  the  year.  Yaws  has  been  attended  to  with  the  most  satisfactory  results.  Venereal  diseases  as  in 
former  years,  but  Gonorrhoea  on  the  increase. 

-  Lucea.  Dr.  Cooke. 

District  on  the  whole  healthy.  Wherever  lands  are  swampy,  as  at  Green  Island,  Malarial  fever 
prevalent,  but  otherwise  almost  absent.  Syphilis  prevalent,  especially  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Lucea. 
Yaws  very  prevalent,  especially  in  the  Windward  division,  but  people  are  adopting  and  benefiting 
by  treatment.  Reports  that  delay  in  treatment  is  caused  by  system  under  which  when  a  case  is  reported 
to  the  police,  the  D.M.O.  is  not  allowed  to  deal  at  once  with  it  but  has  to  apply  to  the  S.M.O.  for  his 
permission  to  treat  the  case  owing  to  which  there  is  a  delay  of  from  two  to  three  weeks  in  treatment. 
Water  supply  of  Lucea  defective.  Infant  mortality  high,  chief  cause  being  worms,  and  is  highest 
from  August  to  December  after  the  mango  season.  Sickness  most  prevalent  during  the  wet  season, 
principally  malaria  and  rheumatism.  Outbreak  of  virulent  enteric  fever  during  the  months  of  July 
and  August,  out  of  12  cases  treated,  four  died. 

Savanna-la-Mar.  Dr.  Harvey. 

Intermittent  fever  very  prevalent  from  July  to  December  except  in  August.  Some  slight  progress 
in  sanitary  conditions  of  Sav.-la-Mar. 

Little  London.  Dr.  Sinclair. 

Health  satisfactory  considering  unsanitary  condition  of  the  district.  No  vomiting  sickness. 
Venereal  disease  not  very  prevalent.  Of  late  years  the  more  respectable  people  are  taking  a  more 
intelligent  view  of  this  and  are  beginning  to  realize  that  it  is  a  disease  that  one  person  can  communicate 
to  another.  Malaria  fever  of  a  mild  type  still  prevalent.  Yaws  continues  very  prevalent advocates 
complete  segregation  as  the  only  means  of  eradicating  the  disease.  Yaws  will  run  its  course 
and  disappear  without  any  medical  treatment  in  the  great  majority  of  cases.  Hence  actual  treatment 
of  cases  not  of  so  much  importance  as  avoiding  contagion.  In  this  district .  there  are  always  cases, 
no  attempt  at  isolation  is  made,  the  people  regard  it  as  a  God’s  Sick  and  it  is  futile  to  try  and  teach  them 
that  it  can  be  prevented  by  proper  precautions.  Compulsory  segregation  is  the  only  remedy.  Water 
supply  requires  attention.  There  are  no  Public  tanks  and  no  labourer  would  ever  build  one.  Some 
keep  a  pork  barrel  which  are  breeding  places  for  mosquitoes  in  the  wet  seasom  and  of  no  use  in  the  dry 
season.  Streams  are  everywhere  used  as  public  washing  and  watering  places.  Wells  are  never  cleaned. 
Comments  at  some  length  upon  this  subject. 


Lambs  River.  Dr.  Stafford. 

Water  supply  unsatisfactory;  practice  of  boiling  water  has  not  yet  become  general.  Repugnance 
to  ventilation  in  houses,  which  is  attributed  partly  to  the  experience  that  open  windows  in  Malarial 
districts  result  in  fever,  is  increasing.  Number  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis.  Comments  on  features  of 
countrv  architecture  conducive  to  this.  Observations  on  housing.  Infant  mortality  very  high,  but 
considers  that  the  economic  habits  of  the  people  barely  suffice  to  maintain  the  existing  population  in 
its  present  territory.  Malaria,  though  not  severe,  is  very  common.  Standing  ponds  and  water 
frequently  found  adjoining  dwelling  places  and  schools.  Vegetable  parasites  also  afford  breeding 
places.  Thinks  that  much  could  be  done  by  a  little  effort  to  diminish  breeding  places  in  the  vicinity 
of  habitations.  Yaws  very  prevalent,  especially  along  the  water  courses  of  the  tributaries  of  the  Great 
River.  On  the  higher  lands,  only  a  few  isolated  cases,  non-important,  are  found.  The  notification  of 
diseases  has  brought  out  a  larger  number  of  cases  which  receive  public  treatment.  325  during  the  year. 
Chief  difficulty  in  suppression  is  owing  to  the  carelessness  of  the  people  on  the  subject. 

Black  River.  Dr.  C.  Farquharson. 

Malarial  ever  prevalent  disease.  Yaws  has  been  treated  in  the  mountains.  Sanitary  conditions 
of  Black  River  are  fair. 

Malvern.  Dr.  Calder. 

Sanitary  arrangements  in  all  villages  rudimental.  Malaria  is  fluctuating  in  the  district  in  which 
it  prevails  with  the  rain  fall. 
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Balaclava.  Dr.  Lofthouse. 

180  oases  of  Yaws  treated  in  the  district  during  the  past  year,  nearly  all  cured.  Some  fresh  cases 
reported. 

Mandeville.  Dr.  Cooke. 

There  was  an  outbreak  of  enteric  fever  in  September,  October  and  November.  Some  attention  was 
paid  thereafter  to  sanitary  matters  but  has  now  relaxed.  Dr.  Cooke  considers  that  few  people  boil 
their  water  before  drinking.  Recommends  enforcement  of  cleaning  public  stables,  the  cleaning  and 
disinfecting  of  all  livery  stables  and  all  latrines  of  hotels  and  lodging  houses,  and  the  germestral  treat¬ 
ment  of  flies.  Has'  requested  the  Parochial  Board  to  have  a  small  pamphlet  of  instruction  printed 
for  the  information  gratis  amongst  the  people. 

Newport.  Dr.  Meikle. 

There  was  an  outbreak  of  enteric  fever  in  the  district  and  Malarial  fover  was  unusually  prevalent 
in  the  latter  part  of  the  year  especially  in  the  district  of  Marley  Hall.  Several  casesjof  Vomiting  sickness 
in  the  low  lying  districts  with  a  high  proportion  of  deaths. 

Mile  Gully.  Dr.  Halliday. 

Great  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Syphilis  now  much  more  prevalent  than  it  was  a  year  ago. 

Chapelton.  Dr.  Thompson. 

Records  the  usual  epidemic  of  Vomiting  Sickness  occurring  between  November  and  March.  Treat¬ 
ment  appears  to  have  very  slight  influence  in  preventing  high  mortality.  Most  desirable  that  attention 
should  be  concentrated  on  this  disease  with  a  properly  trained  observer  with  proper  means  at  his  disposal 
provided.  Considerable  infant  mortality  owing  to  inherited  Syphilis  and  improper  feeding.  Considers 
that  children  should  receive  more  protection  by  the  Law.  Several  cases  of  Enteric  Fever.  Question 
of  Chapelton  water  supply  has  been  considered  but  not  disposed  of.  The  matter  should  be  energeti¬ 
cally  dealt  with. 

Lionel  Town.  Dr.  Tillman. 

Epidemic  of  Vomiting  Sickness.  The  directors  of  Vere  estates  and  Amity  Hall  central  factory  have 
taken  measures  to  improve  sanitary  conditions  of  their  estates  by  erecting  wire  screens  in  the  residences 
of  their  staff,  cleaning  and  scouring  drains.  Over  1,200  cases  of  Vomiting  Sickness  were  reported.  A 
large  percentage  of  the  cases  treated  were  fever,  convulsions  and  worms.  The  children  of  the  peasantry 
are  so  badly  cared  for  that  they  have  not  enough  stamina  to  resist  the  changes  of  temperature  during 
the  months  of  December  to  January  and  fall  an  easy  prey  to  Vomiting  Sickness.  Coolie  children,  who 
are  much  better  cared  for,  escape  practically  free.  Out  of  crop  time  the  Creoles  have  practically  no’ local 
means  of  subsistence  as  no  work  is  to  be  obtained  and  the  labourers  who  have  left  the  Island  to  work 
do  not,  as  formerly,  send  as  much  financial  assistance  to  their  relations  as  they  used  to.  In  many  cases 
they  make  new  ties  abroad  and  leave  their  children  here  practically  to  starve.  Dr.  Tillman  has  never 
in  his  20  years  residence  amongst  them  known  more  destitution.  He  has  admitted  all  classes  freely  to 
hospital  and  the  mortality  among  the  creoles  was  very  high  as  the  majority  of  cases  admitted  had  so 
neglected  themselves  when  ill,  only  taking  cheap  quack  medicines,  that  they  were  sent  in  by  the  estates 
in  a  dying  condition,  past  hope  of  recovery.  No  one  was  refused  admission  to  the  hospital  with  the  result 
that  over  200  were  admitted  and  nearly  400  were  given  free  treatment  as  out-door  patients.  The  assis¬ 
tant-  Inspector  of  Poor  has  authority  from  the  D.M.O.  to  send  anyone  that  is  out  of  work  and  give  him 
a  ticket  for  free  treatment  in  hospital  whether  they  are  on  the  parochial  rates  or  not.  The  district  has 
large  numbers  of  labourers  from  Southern  Manchester  that  come  there  looking  for  work  when  there  is 
little  likelihood  of  any  for  the  resident  population  and  they  are  in  such  a  poor  condition  that  they  get 
seriously  ill  from  their  first  arrival  and  do  not  seek  hospital  aid  until  in  extremis. 

May  Pen.  Dr.  Gassidy. 

A  healthy  year  except  for  an  outbreak  of  Malaria  following  the  November  rains.  Fevers  chiefly 
simple  and  intermittent  and  no  deaths  occurred  in  the  cases  seen.  Vomiting  sickness  was  reported  to 
have  occurred  in  the  Milk  River  and  Hayes  districts  and  Dr.  Earl  investigated  the  outbreak  and  arrived 
at  the  conclusion  that  the  disease  was  not  vomiting  sickness.  Syphilis  in  all  its  forms  is  very  prevalent. 
Pulmonary  Phthisis  is  frequently  met  with  and  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  no  compulsory  notification  of 
this  disease  exists.  The  native  population  is  very  susceptible  to  if  and  a  succession  of  cases  is  apt.  to 
occur  in  one  house.  If  the  disease  was  compulsory  notifiable,  the  infected  house  could  be  dealt  with 
in  all  cases  and  the  destruction  of  families  from  Tuberculosis  would  become  increasingly  rare. 

Linstead.  Dr.  Clarke. 

Fevers  unusually  prevalent  and  severe.  Sanitary  condition  of  Linstead  still  remains  very  bad 
owing  to  foul  street  drains,  unhealthy  yards  and  undrained  ponds. 

Old  Harbour,  Dr.  Simpson. 

Malaria  increased  after  November  rains.  There  was  an  outbreak  of  typhoid  fever  in  August  and 
September,  28  cases,  2  died.  The  original  case  was  due  to. drinking  pond  water  on  a  sugar  estate  where 
there  was  a  large  paripatetic  population  and  was  disseminated  by  flies.  Water  and  milk  supply  could 
be  excluded  as  causes.  Yaws  very  prevalent  in  the  mountains.  Beneficially  treated. 

Spanish  Town.  Dr.  Peck. 

Malarial  Fever  prevalent,  owing,  no  doubt,  to  mosquitoes  breeding  in  the  stagnant  pools  along  the 
river  during  the  heavy  drought.  Infantile  mortality  continues  high.  Venereal  diseases  very  prevalent 

Port  Royal.  Dr.  Donovan. 

Some  cases  of  Malarial  Fever  among  the  officers  and  men  of  the  Garrison.  Infection  said  to  arise 
at  the  Harbour  Forts,  Clarence,  and  Apostles  Battery,  Fort  Nugent  and  Harbour  Head.  No  cases  of 
Malaria  among  the  Civil  Population.  The  civil  population  of  the  town  neglect  sanitary  precautions 
although  constantly  warned,

I  have  the  honour  to  forward,  for  the  information  of  His  Excellency  the  Governor,  the  Annual 
Report  and  Returns  of  the  Public  Hospital,  Kingston,  for  the  financial  year  ending  31st  March,  1910. 

The  work  of  the  Public  Hospital,  Kingston,  has  been  carried  on  under  the  usual  post-earthquake 
difficulties,  owing  to  the  want  of  a  proper  Out-patients  waiting  and  consulting  rooms. 

During  the  summer  months,  owing  to  the  prevalence  of  Typhoid  Fever  in  Kingston,  the  children’s 
ward  (Victoria)  was  transformed  temporarily  into  a  ward  for  the  reception  of  male  Typhoid  cases,  the 
children  being  relegated  to  one  of  the  under  buildings. 

There  were  on  one  day  no  less  than  24  cases  of  Enteric  fever,  male  and  female,  in  the  Hospital. 

During  the  past  year  Dr.  R.  G.  Sherlock  was  allowed  by  His  Excellency  the  Governor,  to  join  the 
Hospital  for  a  term  of  six  months  as  unpaid  Supernumerary. 

Allowance  has  been  made  on  the  Estimates  for  a  supper  of  cocoa  and  crackers  (biscuits)  to  be  given 
to  all  those  patients  able  to  take  it.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  will  lead  to  a  great  diminution  in  the 
item  “  Extras.  ”  s 

The  following  improvements  and  New  Works  have  been  effected  during  the  year: — 

1.  Edward  Ward. — This  ward  has  had  all  the  superfluous  woodwork  removed  from  around  the  win¬ 
dows,  ventilators  and  doors — a  new  rolled  iron  ceiling  has  been  installed,  thus  getting  rid  of  the  somewhat 
rotten  wooden  ceiling  which  previously  existed.  The  whole  ward  has  been  repainted,  and  the  frosting 
removed  from  the  windows,  thus  rendering  the  ward  much  more  cheerful-looking,  by  the  admission  of 
more  light.  No  bed-head  tickets  will  in  future  be  hung  on  the  walls,  as  the  latter  invariably  get  damaged 
by  the  hooks. 
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2.  Kitchen. — Owing  to  the  large  number  of  admissions  for  Typhoid  fever,  a  portion  of  the  kitchen, 
in  which  cooked  food  is  cut  and  served  up,  has  been  screened  with  wire  gauze  network  as  a  protection 
against  flies. 

The  small  room  thus  enclosed  has  been  provided  with  double  doors  and  windows,  through  the  latter 
of  which  the  food  is  served.  These  doors  and  windows  close  by  means  of  automatic  springs. 

3.  The  new  Hospital  Out-patient  rooms,  Dispensary,  Stores  and  Laboratory,  are  nearly  completed — 
they  face  North  Street  on  one  side  and  look  over  the  Hospital  quadrangle  on  the  other. 

The  Out-patients  waiting  room  contains  separate  lavatories  for  men  and  women,  and  has  a 
drinking  fountain.  The  benches  are  of  the  garden  seat  variety — iron  frames  with  boarding  screwed  on. 

The  Consulting  Room  has  modern  lavatory  and  sink  provided. 

The  Dispensary  is  a  great  improvement  on  the  old  one,  being  three  times  as  large,  and  properly 
fitted  up  as  it  should  be,  being  as  it  is  a  teaching  school  for  Dispensers. 

The  Store  Rooms  are  large  and  airy,  and  the  Laboratory  is  a  convenient  room.  All  the  above  can 
be  easily  and  thoroughly  disinfected  if  necessary,  the  building  being  concrete  with  concrete  or  asphalt 
floors  and  sash  windows. 

Patients  will  enter  the  Out-patient  waiting  room  from  North  Street,  then  go  into  the  Consulting 
room  from  the  Waiting  Room,  and  after  seeing  the  Medical  Officer  on  duty  pass  into  a  small  waiting 
room  communicating  with  the  Dispensary,  receive  their  medicines  and  then  leave  by  an  exit  into  North 
Street  again.  There  will  be  no  necessity  for  them  therefore  to  enter  the  Hospital  quadrangle  at  all, 
except  after  consultation  hours  when  they  will  be  treated  in  the  Casualty  Room. 

4.  Rietti  Bequest. — Advantage  has  been  taken  of  the  £2,000  bequeathed  to  the  Sick  Poor  of  King¬ 
ston  by  the  late  Miss  Rietti  to  build  an  up-to-date  ward  to  be  called  the  Rietti  Ward,  and  to  improve 
at  the  same  time  the  old  Theatre  Ward. 

The  late  Theatre  Ward  was  raised  several  feet  on  jacks  and  the  new  ward  was  built  underneath. 
It  is  91  feet  long,  24  feet  broad,  and  13  feet  high.  It  is  arranged  so  that  one  bed  shall  stand  between 
each  two  windows  or  doors  as  the  case  may  be. 

Accessories  in  the  way  of  small  ward,  nurses  room,  kitchen-pantry,  bath  room  and  lavatory  with 
iron  bath  and  fire  clay  wash  basins,  dirty  linen  room,  nurses  lock-up  and  closets,  have  been  installed, 
while  the  addition  of  a  much  needed  room,  for  keeping  and  cleaning  bed  pans  and  bottles,  make  these 
accessories  complete. 

A  fine  10  foot  wide  concrete  balcony  and  verandah  runs  round  the  south  and  west  sides  of  the 
raised  Theatre  Ward,  giving  a  good  view  of  Port  Royal,  the  Palisadoes  and  the  Quarantine  Station. 

The  partitions  that  formerly  existed  in  the  old  Theatre  Ward  have  been  removed,  and  a  very  well- 
ventilated  ward,  S2  feet  long  by  24  feet  broad,  has  been  formed,  having  the  same  accessories  as  the 
new  Rietti  Ward. 

5.  Dispensers’  Quarters. — These  have  been  removed  bodily  to  West  Street  in  order  to  have  greater 
air  space  round  the  new  ward,  and  so  as  to  allow  of  more  privacy  between  the  Rietti  and  Elizabeth  female 
wards. 

6.  A  new  covered  way  has  been  erected  between  the  Kitchen  and  the  main  Male  Wards,  while  the 
covered  way  that  formerly  led  across  the  quadrangle  from  the  Dispensary  to  the  Male  wards  has  been 
removed,  thus  opening  up  the  grounds,  which  will,  I  hope,  be  planted  out  in  grass  and  flowers,  when 
the  brickwork  has  been  removed  from  the  yard. 

7.  Incinerator. — This  long  wished  for  machine  for  the  destruction  of  amputated  limbs,  used  dressings, 
bedding,  etc.,  has  now  been  ere.ctecl,  and  will  save  us  putting  into  the  ash  pit  a  great  deal  of  filthy  matter 
that  would  be  much  better  burnt. 

8.  Luke  Ward — which  was  situated  in  front  of  the  old  kitchen,  and  which  was  very  useful  at  the 
time  of  the  Earthquake,  has  been  pulled  down. 

9.  Mortuary  and  Post  Mortem  Room. — This  has  been  thoroughly  overhauled — the  superfluous, 
ancient  and  rotten  woodwork  has  been  removed  as  far  as  possible,  the  walls  have  been  tiled  up  to  four 
feet  high,  a  new  “Ulster”  sink  has  been  imported,  and  two  new  white  fire  clay  tables  installed,  thus 
replacing  the  old  wooden,  zinc-covered  tables,  that  previously  existed. 

The  floor  is  rendered  in  concrete,  covered  with  asphalt,  and  the  Mortuary  has  been  connected  with 
the  Sewerage  System. 

10.  A  new  closet  and  urinal  has  been  built  for  the  staff. 

11.  A  urinal  has  been  installed  in  the  male  Under-building  Ward  lavatory. 

12.  The  covered  way  that  led  from  Elizabeth  Ward  to  the  Theatre  Ward  has  had  the  steps  removed 

and  replaced  by  a  Ramp  in  order  to  facilitate  the  moving  about  of  wheeled  chairs  and  persons  using 
crutches.  ° 

13.  A  shed  has  been  erected  for  housing  the  Ashford  litter  which  is  now  kept  in  it. 

14.  A  bath-i  oom  has  been  built  on  the  western  end  of  Alexandra  Ward.  This  ward  until  now  has 
never  had  a  bath  room.. 

Attached  is  Dr.  Castle’s  Report  on  the  actual  work  done.

I  have  the  honour  to  place  before  you  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  and  Surgical  cases  treated 
in  the  Public  Hospital  during  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1910. 

Table  I.  shows  the  number  of  patients  treated  in  the  Hospital  during  the  period  under  review  with 
results — the  total  being  3,696.  Of  this  number  204  remained  in  the  Hospital  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
There  were  359  deaths  during  the  year,  as  compared  with  362  in  the  previous  year.  The  daily  average 
number  of  beds  occupied  was  188,  averaging  the  same  as  last  year. 

The  number  of  applicants  for  admission  to  Hospital  who  were  rejected  for  want  of  accommodation 
or  for  other  reasons  was  4,800,  as  compared  with  4,132  in  the  previous  year.  These  applicants  are 
either  referred  to  the  District  Medical  Officer  or  else  to  the  Inspector  of  Poor,  or  are  admitted  on  another 
day. 


Table  II.  gives  the  average  stay  in  days  of  patients  in  Hospital. 

Table  III.  gives  the  number  of  deaths  occurring  within  12  to  72  hours  after  admission.  These  cases 
were  admitted  in  a  more  or  less  moribund  condition,  the  total  number  under  the  heading  was  100.  The 
death  rate  for  the  year  under  review  was  9.6%.  As  mentioned  in  my  previous  report  the  death  rate 
of  the  Hospital  is  augmented  by  the  admission  of  incurables  in  a  critical  and  hopless  condition. 

Table  IV.  gives  the  medical  return  of  cases,  in  detail,  treated  with  results. 

The  most  noteworthy  cases  were: — 

(a)  Malarial  Fever. — The  number  of  cases  of  malarial  fever  treated  in  the  Hospital  was  855,  and  the 
fatal  cases  numbered  27.  Attached  is  a  list  of  the  cases  as  they  occurred  month  by  month.  Four 
hundred  and  thirty-six  cases  were  prescribed  for — as  there  was  no  room  in  Hospital.  It  will  be  noticed 
that  the  largest  number  of  cases  admitted  to  Hospital  and  those  that  were  prescribed  for,  occurred 
after  the  unprecedented  rain  in  November  last.  In  January  186  cases  were  treated  at  Hospital. 

( b )  Tubercular  Diseases.—  Under  this  heading  118  cases  were  treated.  Of  this  number  67  were 
cases  of  Pulmonary  Phthisis  and  21  cases  proved  fatal.  The  other  51  cases  were  cases  of  bones,  joints, 
glands,  peritoneum,  etc.,  and  12  of  these  proved  fatal. 

(c)  Enteric  Fever. — There  were  137  cases  of  enteric  fever  treated  in  Hospital,  and  of  this  number 
59  died;  in  the  previous  year  170  cases  were  treated  with  73  deaths. 

As  I  stated  in  my  last  year’s  report,  the  majority  of  these  cases  were  admitted  in  a  pretty  critical 
condition,  some  dying  soon  after  admission. 

Colitis. — There  were  62  cases  of  Colitis  treated  with  11  deaths. 

Pneumonia. — There  were  20  admissions  under  this  heading,  a  falling  off  in  numbers  as  compared 
with  the  former  years,  8  cases  proved  fatal.

The  above  table  shows  the  number  of  Venereal  diseases  treated  during  the  year,  it  will  be  noticed 
that  there  is  an  increase  as  compared  with  former  years. 

Table  V.  gives  the  return  of  Surgical  operations  performed  with  results.  Thirteen  hundred  and 
twenty-nine  operations  were  performed,  and  there  were  42  deaths. 

Tables  VI.,  VII.,  VIII.  give  returns  of  countries,  parishes  and  occupations  of  patients  admitted 
during  the  year. 

Table  IX.  shows  the  number  of  prescriptions  dispensed  for  the  out-patients,  the  Constabulary  and 
the  Maternity  Hospital.  The  number  of  casualities  treated  during  the  year  was  5,213. 

The  annual  examination  for  nurses  trained  in  this  Hospital  was  held  in  March.  The  results  were 
satisfactory.  Miss  Walker,  the  matron,  has  been  most  painstaking  in  holding  classes  both  for  senior 
and  junior  nurses.  The  results  of  the  examinations  demonstrated  how  carefully  the  nurses  have  been 
lectured.  The  teaching,  I  may  say,  has  been  thoroughly  practical.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  Miss 
Walker  has  sent  in  her  resignation,  her  influence  with  the  nurses  has  been  very  marked,  and  she  is 
held  in  the  highest  esteem  by  all  who  have  been  associated  with  her. 

The  out-patients  casualty  dressings  has  been  very  satisfactorily  carried  out  by  Mr.  Maxfield  and  his 
assistants.  I  beg  to  record  the  above  facts  in  the  hope  that  Mr.  Maxfield  will  be  rewarded  with  a  suitable 
appointment  later  on. 

The  annual  treat  to  the  patients  and  nurses  was  given  after  Christmas,  who  much  appreciated  the 
little  souvenirs  they  received. 

The  Staff  of  the  Hospital  is  very  grateful  to  the  kind  ladies  and  gentlemen  who  graciously  contri¬ 
buted  to  the  treat. 

The  thanks  of  the  Hospital  are  due  to  the  kind  friends  who  have  presented  the  wards  with  books 
magazines  and  illustrated  papers 

The  ladies  of  the  Flower  Mission  have  been  most  unremitting  in  their  visits  to  the  wards  of  the 
Hospital,  and  their  floral  gifts  have  brightened  the  bedsides  of  the  patients.

General. 

The  wards  were  visited  during  the  year  by  His  Excellency  the  Governor,  Sir  Fielding  Clarke,  the 
Hon.  R.  Popham  Lobb,  the  Colonial  Secretary  of  Bermudas,  Mrs.  Bourne,  and  the  members  of  the  Board 
of  Visitors. 

The  sum  voted  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Asylum  was  £18,150  2s.  7d.,  the  sum  expended  was 
£17,453  7s.  7fd.  the  averag'6  rate  being  lOJd.  per  head  per  day. 

The  Acting  Governor  granted  leave  of  absence  to  the  Right  Rev.  J.  J.  Collins,  S.J.,  in  respect  of 
his  duties  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Visitors. 


Leave  of  absence  was  also  granted  the  Med.  Supt.  and  the  Second  Assistant  Medical  Officer  whose 
duties  were  performed  by  Drs.  Myers  and  Sherlock.

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LEPERS’  HOME. 


Report  for  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1910. 


Sir, 


Jamaica  Leper  Asylum,  I2th  July,  1910. 


I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  this  Institution  for  the  financial  year 
ended  31st  March,  1910. 


The  staff  have  given  entire  satisfaction  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties.  The  inmates  con¬ 
tinue  to  conduct  themselves  in  a  most  exemplary  manner. 

The  buildings  and  grounds  are  in  good  order.  The  Public  Works  Department  have  made 
provision  to  relay  some  of  the  drains  which  are  somewhat  inefficient. 


The  farm  is  in  good  cultivation  and  provides  the  Institution  with  all  necessary  vegetables. 


Magazines  have  been  kindly  presented  by  Mrs.  Wigan,  Mrs.  Neish,  Miss  McGrath  and  Mr. 
Fleming  H.  Revel,  of  New  York,  who  visited  and  is  much  interested  in  the  philantropic  aspects 
of  leprosy. 

The  statistical  tables  are  attached. 


THE  REPORT  ON  LEPROSY. 

The  admissions  only  averaged  I  per  month,  being  just  half  the  number  of  the  previous 
year. 

The  death  rate  has  kept  at  the  average,  and  the  average  longevity  of  leper  life  works  out 
at  about  30  years  for  anaesthetic,  and  10  years  for  tubercular  cases. 

The  treatment  has  been  continued  during  the  year  with  Deyke’s  “Nastine”  but  I  have  to 
report  without  any  success.  I  note  that  the  Bergen  Leprosy  Conference,  1909,  did  not  report 
favourably  on  the  treatment.
